VALUABLE BACON MARKET 
_ TF FARMERS ORGANIZE 


o—~ 


There is a $250,000,000 market 
standing open for Canading bacon, 
and pork products if Canadian farm- 
ers & packers will mobilize produc 
tion and make a national effort to 
meet foreign competition. The mar- 
ket is the British Isles, which is an 
nually importing over $55,000,000 
of bacon mostly trom Denmark & 
the United Stgtes. A 100—page an 
alysis of this market togther with 
a strong plea that the oversea dom- 
inions organize to supply it, has 
been issued this week as the 
twelfth of a series of studies, issued 
by the Imperial Economic Commit 
tee, on the preparing for market 
and marketing of foodstuffs and 
raw materials within the Wmpire 

In order to see clearly the situa- 
tion as it now stands, it is essential 
to know just what the British mar 
ket is, what it demands and how 
it is being supplied. Having ascert- 
ained this, the next step is to find 
out what is at thé root of the suc: 
cess that has been attained by Den- 
mark, particularly, in supplying 
this market, and from there to see 
what lessons are to be learned by 
Canadian Producers and Packers. 

Greatest World Importer 

The total British consumption of 
pig products is approximately £102 
600,000 or $500,000,000 a year, Of 
this, only one-third is now being 
supplied by domestic production 
and imports are growing stend@ily 
Ninety years ago Great Britain Was 
an exporter of pig meat. Today she 
is dependent on overseas supplies 
for almost two thirds of her require 
ments and is at present the great 
est importer of pig products in the 
world. The value of this import 
trade in 1927 amounted to $54 5000; 
000 of which no less than £46,200 
00 came from countries outside the 
Empire 

In other words, only about $41, 
00,000 or one-seventh out of a total 
{Import of over $$270,000,000, was 
supplied from within the fmpire 
and only $13,500,000 or 5 per cent. 
of the total was supplied by Canada 

Denmark Takes Lead 

The next strikifg fact about this 
British market, Is that fact that 
nearly half the total imports (about 


$120,000,000) came from one small 
country with few natural facilities 


namely Denmark. Incidentally, it

What then is the of

Must Meet Requirements 

The answer, according to the r 
port, lies in one or two clearly de 
fined requirements which are nol 
very difficult of attainment, but 
which must be carefylly adhered to 
if success is to be obtained. To use 
the words of the report, and 
stituting the word “Canadian” for 
the word “Empire” it is claimed, 
“The Canadian farmer can if he 
will secure by far the greater part 
of this £55,000,000 British market, 
but if he desires to do so he must 
make his production at least as ef 
ficient as that of his most compet 
ent foreign rival and must bestow 
at least equal attention on organ 
ization, 

“The outstanding feature of the 
bacon trade in the principal com- 
peting foreign countries, is the 
closeness with which the foreign 
pig producers are associated and 
are linked up with the distributing 
trades in Great Britain. The first 
problem, therefore, is one of organ

Mr, Leon Ladner, M. P. for Van- 
couver South, in a recent interview 
issued a warning against judging 
Turner Valley by the fluctuations of 
the ticker tape. This is what is 
happening in the opinion of the Ot 
tawa Journal, which says; “The pub 
lic has become so obsessed with 
stocks it has got into the habit of 
deciding whether the country is 
prosperous or otherwise by the 
variations of the stock market. 
That, of course, is nonsense, The 
value of the Turner Valley, its fut- 
ure meaning to Canada, cannot be 
determined by the rise or fall of 
oil stocks, frequently the result of 
manipulation. The main thing about ' 
the Turner Valley is that it is pro 
ducing great quantities of oil, that, 
in the opinion of geologists, it will 
produce far greater quantities of 
oil, and that this, economically, is 
a great thing for Canada. It may 
well become a great thing for the 
whole British Empire.”
